Let us, however, descend from the 
discussion of generalities, of thories, 
and the reiteration of .the obvious, to 
hard pan, to the bed rock of fact, and 
examine the tarriff more closely-. 
Three important points should be 
borne in mind, always: — 

First:—that- that from the cradle to 
the grave, plan requires the primary 
essentials of existence, free of encum- 
bance, and without toil for the bene¬ 
fit of -any individual or group:—Shel¬ 
ter—Food-—Clothing.

It is hardly necessary, perhaps, to 
point out that within the narorw lim¬ 
its of a paper like this, i is not possi¬ 
ble to gb very deeply into so wide a 
subject as the Tariff. I will, however, 
endeavour tot enlist your attention, 
and I venture also o hope. youF in- 
erest, upon a few pointts among the 
many that the subject offers. 

The conflict of opinion since 1730 o» 
thereabouts between two opposing 
groups that may not inaptly be com¬ 
pared to, hostile Camps, has been se¬ 
vere, and In somme instances, acri-r 
monious. From the day that Adam 
Smith’s great work was published 
the “Wealth of Nations,” ‘the states¬ 
men of all nations have ever had be¬ 
fore them the solution or severe econ¬ 
omic problems. The influence and 
power of each nation outside its own 
frontiers, combined with rising pros¬ 
perity and strength within, constitu¬ 
ted the supreme object of heir solic¬ 
itude. 

In other words extreme individual¬ 
ism developed. The theory of co-op- 
ation among nations as such, no less 
han between individuals. wa s viewed 
merely in the light of the dream of a ! 
Vj^oijfcry, or the sentimmc.nta| aspir• ! 
ation 0 f the idealist: 

Smith, with courage an<> conviction, 
attacked these tendencies, and break¬ 
ing new ground, prominently introduc¬ 
ed into the field of battle, the oppos¬ 
ing forces known as FREE TRADE & 
PROTECTION. 

Out of this situation rapidly evolved 
the question of tarriffs or duties, the | 
leading isues in the general scheme of 
the doctrine of Protection. 

As the situation stands today, one 
nation alone follows Free Trade al¬ 
most alone in its entirety, that being, ' 
as you are aware, of course, the Uni¬ 
ted Kingdom, differing in that respect, 
frcin her partners in the great shain 
of Empire, viz., Australia, South Africa I

An election to fill two vacancies in the 
executive resulted in Mr. Greenfield, 
the Chairman, being re-electd by a 
large majority on the ’ first count and 
Mr. Muir on the seventh. Mr- Muir 
defeating Mr. S. S- Sears by the nar¬ 
row majority of six. Group organiz¬ 
ation wa s discussed and olmost unan¬ 
imously approved. Mr. Irvine, Editor 
of the Western Independent was coll¬ 
ed in. He could not, he said discuss 
group organization in less than 1% 
hours. He added, T was at one time 
an opponent but having seen the 
group ideo carried out by the U.F.A. 
I have changed my mind, a statement 
that was deceived with much sotis- 
faction. Mrs. Barrett brought in a 
number of resolutions from the U.F.W. 
A. principally in connection with the 
schools, requesting, additions to the 
present curriculum. These she asked 
the men to endorse and endorsed they 
^were—one requesting mensuration to 
be tought in the schools was support¬ 
ed by MdCafferty local on the ground 
of its utility to a farming, comrhunity 
in (determining the number of buchels 
in a bin or the size of a bin required 
to hold a. given number of bushels. 

FRIDA'tf. A motion to repeal the 
Supplementary Revenue Tox was 
warmly supported by the McCafferty 
, which has always been foremost in 
denouncing the unjust manner in 
which- this tax has been levied on the 
former. 

The question of assessing Income 
Tax:was raised on reaching resolution 
86 . many farmers complaining (and' 
with good reason too) that after per¬ 
haps two disastrous seasons they weiy 
taxed to the full on a bumper crop 
without any allowance / for previous 
losses. Here again the local I repre¬ 
sent^ came forward with an amendment 
that anyone making a return of his in¬ 
come could claim to be charged on his 
average income for the past three 
years. This was embodied in the re¬ 
solution and carried unanimously. 

If incorporated'with the Income Tax 
Acts it should prove a boon to the 
farmers whose incomes are so pre¬ 
carious and fluctuating. 

To conclude, Mr. Editor we must all 
realize that the if.F.A. organization 
is growing into a giant that knows not 
its own strength. It will know and will 
,exert that strength. Then will be the 
time for every one of its members to 
see that, it is exerted in that spirit of 
equity which is its motto, its pledge, 
and its pride. 

Mr. H. E. Spencer of this local was 
•again, for the fourth consecutive time 
appointed director of Battle River 
Constituency, and Mrs. T. Hothn ' of 
tho McCafferty U.F.W. A. appointed 
director of the northern half of the 
same Constituency.

All threg are printed in - extenso. and I 
will here allude to the statement of 
the secretary only for the purpose of 
directing attention to the large in¬ 
crease in membership, now 29000 (re¬ 
turns for 1919 nat yet completed) and 
the satisfactory financial position in 
which the organization now finds it¬ 
self. In the afternoon a keen dis¬ 
cussion took place relative to the 
price of wheat. Out of this dis- 
cusssion president Wood came triump¬ 
hant, leaving his opponents discom¬ 
forted. Later, -amendments to the 
constitution were reached- That sent 
in from this local advocating that the 
fee to be raised from $2 to$3 was de¬ 
feated by a large majority. With so 
many districts adversely affected by 
first by a drought then by a frost any 
delegates were not inclined to enter¬ 
tain an proposal to ^increase fees. 

WEDNESDAY: RResolutions were 

considered and dealt with, much inter¬ 
est being taken in one relating to the 
Grain Act and the grading of grain. 
In the afternoon a lively debate en¬ 
sued concerning the desirability or 
otherwise of having one or two exe¬ 
cutives, which was settled in the fav¬ 
our of one—the parent body and the 
convention to be supreme in all mat¬ 
ters- This decision is in accordance 


with common sense, and* will render 
it impossible for the political execu¬ 
tive to come into collision with the 
parent body- , The provincial political 
executive ha,s been dissolved—it wos a 
mistake to bring it into being. Each 
constituency still has its political com¬ 
mittee, which will he assisted by the 
Central executive if such asistance is 
desired. Later, th& Hon. Mitchell 
from the provincial Treasurer’s Office 
gave an address on the CoC-operative 
Credit Act, dealing at some length 
with its legal provisions. Question- 
d by a delegate from McCafferty, the 
Honorable gentleman said that the 
Leiut-Governor in nominating two di¬ 
rectors to sit on the board of man¬ 
agement would select his nominees 
from the locality in which a Siciety 
was formed, thus keeping the costs of 
management at a minimum. Thi s de¬ 
cision will do much to facilitate the 
formation of such societies- 

THURSDAY. A surprise was in 
store for the McCafferty local, one of 
its delegates being declaed by the 
chairman to be the oldest attending 
the convention-—Mr. Smith who has 
passed his 73 milestone—and he is in¬ 
vited to take a seat on the platform 
The invitation was accepted, and 
reaching the platform his progress 
was barred by 'the cordiality oi/ his

10. Nothing contained in this By¬ 
law shall deprive the owner of any 
animal impounded of any action rem¬ 
edy or right that he may have at com¬ 
mon law or otherwise by reason of 
the same being unlawfully seized di¬ 
strained or impounded- 

11. Any person who leaves open 
any gate or lets down any bars or 
makes a &ap in -any fence for purpose 
iOf permitting any animal to trespass 
or who otherwise causes any animal 
to trespass shall be guilty of an in¬ 
fraction of this By-law. 

12. Any person claiming any dam¬ 
age for trespass by any animal im¬ 
pounded may at the time of the im¬ 
pounding of such animal, de¬ 
liver to the poundkeeper a statement 
in writing, showing the nature and 
amount of his demand, and any person 
failing to deliver such statement at 
such time shall have no resource to 
the provisions of this By-law as to 
the collection of damages- 

13. Upon the receipt of such state¬ 
ment the poundkeepsr shall, if the 
owner of the animal ne unknown to 
him, apply to the Reeve or to any one 
of the Councillors of the Village or to 
the nearest Justice of the Peace who 
is hereby authorized and required to 
summon three disinterested inhabit- J 
ants of the Village as appraisers and j 
such three appraisers or -any two of 
them, shall, within twenty-four hours 
after bei^ig summoned as aforesaid 
view the ground on which the animal 
or animals wert found doing the dam¬ 
age and appraise the damage com¬ 
mitted and the determination of a ma¬ 
jority of the said appraisers shall be 
conclusive as to such claim and the 
amount therof, and they shall within 
twenty-four hours after having made 
the view give in writing to the pound- 
keeper a statement of the amount of 
the damages assessed by them and 
said amount shall be the -amount to be 
collected from the owner or to be re¬ 
tained • by the poundkeeper from the 
sale of the animal or animals as ap¬ 
praised damages.

4. Any animal found at large or

5. Nothing in this By-law shall pre¬ 
vent any person from waiving his 
rights under this By-law and taking 
action to recover compensation in any 
court of competent jurisdiction from 
any person owning or having the cus¬ 
tody of any animal through which any 
damage has been caused, contrary to 
the provisions of this By-law.

Village of Edgerton 

By-law No. 4 

A By-law of the Village of Edgerton 
to Restrain and Regulate the running 
at large or Trespassing of Animals. 

The Council of the Village of Ed¬ 
gerton enacts as follows: — 

In this By-law unless the context 
otherwise requires. 

(a) “Animal” means any head of 
cattle, horse, sheep, goat, swine, or 
poultry. 

(b) 1 ‘Cattle” means any bull, cow. 
ox, heifer, steer, or calf. 

(c.) ‘‘Horse” means any horse, 
mare, gelding, colt, filly, ass or mule. 

(d) “Sheep means any ram, ewe, 
wether or lamb. 

(e) “At large” means without be¬ 
ing under the control of the owner 
or possessor, eiher by being securely 
tethered or under direct or con¬ 
tinual charge of a herder or by con¬ 
finement within any building, fence or 
other enclosure. 

2 . It shall not be lawful to allow 
any animal to run at any time of the 
year, within the limits of the Village 
of Edgerton.

The 
poundkeeper shall not either in per¬ 
son or by agent purchase any animal 
at such sale or have any interest of 
any kind in any animal so purchased. 

(2) No poundkeeper making a sale 
unde r the provisions of this By-law 
shall be liable to a penalty for selling 
without a license as an auctioneer. 

16. If more than one animal is im¬ 
pounded and the owner thereof is 
known the poundkeeper shall sell suf¬ 
ficient of such animals to satisfy the 
claims for damages, expeses and fees 
chargeable against the animals, and 
the owners of the animals shall be en¬ 
titled to those remaining unsold. 

(2) If the owner of the animals is 
unknown the poundkeeper shall sell 
all the animals impounded. 

(3) The poundkeeper shall imnle- 
diately after such sale sent to th£ 
treasurer a description of the animal 
or animals sold at such sale, the 
amount realized and the disposition 
thereof. 

17. The proceeds of the sale of any 
impounded animal sold under the pro¬ 
visions of this By-law shall be applic¬ 
able in payment.— 

(a) Of any costs or charges at¬ 
tending such sale. 

(b) Of all sustenance fees. 

(c) To the impounder of such an- 
mol the amount due him for capturing 
and impounding the same, to the 
claimant for damage done, and of ap¬ 
praisers fees, if same shall be due 
under this by-law and the residue, if 
any, shall be paid to the owner of such 
animal or if not claimed at the time 
of sale by any person entitled thereto, 
to the treasurer of the Village. 

(2) Any money received by the trea¬ 
surer under the provisions of the next 
preceeding subsection shall be paid to 
the owner of the animal sold Qn evi¬ 
dence satisfactory to the council be¬ 
ing furnished as to the applicant’s 


Signature of Poundkeepei 

4. Every poundkeeper shall, without 
charge, in addition to any copies of 
any notice which he may be required 
to post or deliver, post a copy of every 
such notice in a cnsppicuous place at 
his pound and in the nearest post of¬ 
fice and shall keep and maintain such 
notice at his pound during the whole 
of such time such notice may refer to. 

14. If any poundkeeper impounds 
or assists or invites or employ^ ony 
person to impound any animal in the 
Village 1 unless such animal was an 
estray or was trespassing upon the 
poundkeepers own property he shall in 
addition to any civil liability which he 
may incur by reason thereof be guilty 
of an offence and liable to summary 
conviction to a penalty not exceeding 
$ 100 .

in the vicinity and the poundkeeper 
may send such animals out of pound 
at fit times and at fit places for graz¬ 
ing or watering and every pound- 
keeper shall be responsible to the own¬ 
er of any impounded animal for all 
loss or damage occasioned by any 
act or negligence of himself or his 
agent. An open wire corral shall in 
no case be regarded as suitable pound 

15. When any animal shall not 
have been released from the pound 
within twenty days after the notice 
has been inserted for the last time 
in a newspaper as herein provided 
the said animal shall be sold by pub¬ 
lic auction after notice of such sale

(Continued from Front Page) 
would ensue and the result, I feel 
convinced, would be a new era of real 
progress and prosperity. The un¬ 
restricted flow of immigration from the 
Stat<^ to this side would increase. 
Our vast areas of unoccupied arable 
lahds would be filled, and both coun¬ 
tries would rapidly realize that the 
failure of the treaty of 1911—for Reci¬ 
procity—had been rectified. 

Viewing the question as I'do, from 
the point of view of a life-long Im¬ 
perialist. there is nothing in my opin¬ 
ion, in the proposition that effects the 
Dominion, as a link of the Empire- 
The maintenance of that Empire in 
its most complete form, constitutes a 
direct, asset for the Unied States.' The 
continued progress and prosperity of 
the United States reacts on the Em¬ 
pire, and the wo grouped together on 
a sound and healthy basis of political 
and commercial co-operation, would 
control:—the World!! 

But, possibly may remark the severe 
Protectionist, you overlook the solid 
fact that today the Dominion debt 


Treasury, in a very thin and feeble 
state of health. 

Touching agriculture, what do we 
find? On every implement necessary 
to the business of the firmer, he has 
to pay a contribution to the manu¬ 
facturer over and above what he 
-should pay in order to swell the profits 
and accumulations of the maker- Very 
simple and pleasant for the latter, 
but an injustice to the farmer.
